Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com-

DECLARATION  FOR  INCORPORATION. 


Under  the  “Benevolent  Societies  Act,  1891,” 
and  Amendments. 

Wli,  the  undersigned,  William  Fraser  Cameron, 
of  the  City  of  Vernon,  merchant,  President ; 
Robert  Sparling,  of  the  same  place,  school  teacher, 
Vice-President;  F.  H.  Latimer,  of  the  same  place, 
civil  engineer,  Secretary;  and  G.  A.  Henderson,  of  the 
same  place,  banker,  Treasurer,  being  desirous  to  form 
and  unite  ourselves  into  a Society  or  Corporation  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “ Benevolent  Societies  Act,  1891,” 
and  amendments,  declare  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  the  intended  corporate  name  of  the  Society 
is  the  “ Vernon  Jubilee  Hospital.” 

2.  That  the  purposes  or  objects  of  this  Society  shall 
be  the  medical  relief  of  the  sick,  diseased,  and 
afflicted  of  all  nations,  permanently  or  temporarily 
residing  in  the  District  of  East  Yale,  and  to  acquire  a 
title  to  any  property  or  land  necessary  and  suitable  to 
carry  on  the  said  objects. 

3.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  and  consist  of 
a Board  of  Directors  of  fifteen,  out  of  which  number 
shall  be  elected  a President,  a First  Vice-President,  a 
Second  Vice-President,  and  a Secretary  and  a Treas- 
urer.

assessed  value  thereon. 

3.  There  is  hereby  settled,  imposed  and  levied,  and 
there  shall  be  raised  and  collected,  a special  rate  of 
one  mill  on  the  dollar  upon  all  lands  and  improve-

BY-LAW  NO.  285. 

A /li/-  Tjfnr  to  authorise  1 /#  e opening  nj>  of  a Lane  in  the 
(' iff /,  as  tirrri naj'trr  described. 

Til  EREAS  it  is  deemed  in  the  interest  of  the  City 
that  Public  Lanes  should  be  opened  through 
Block  108,  Subdivision  196,  and  lands  acquired  by  the 
City  for  that  purpose: 

Bo  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council  in 
open  meeting  assembled  as  follows: — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  and  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver  is  hereby  ‘authorised  to  acquire,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  by  private  agreement  or  by  expro- 
priation, under  the  powers  contained  in  the  “Vancouver 
Incorporation  Act,  1886,”  and  the  amending  Acts,  all 
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those  pieces  or  parcels  of  land  which  may  he  described 
as  follows : — 

A strip  of  land  ten  feet  wide,  running  through  Block 
10S,  Subdivision  196,  and  lying  between  I’rior  Street 
and  drove  Street,  and  from  Carl  Avenue  to  drove 
Crescent,  and  more  particularly  described  as  the  south 
f>  feet  of  lots  one  to  fifteen,  inclusive,  and  the  north  5 
feet  of  lots  sixteen  to  t wenty-nine,  inclusive,  the  said 
piece  of  land,  after  having  been  acquired,  to  be  used 
by  the  said  City  as  a Public  Lane.

COQUITLAM  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW 

Respecting  certain  Roads  in  the  District  of  Coquitlam. 
rnHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the 
I District  of  Coquitlam,  enacts  as  follows 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  and  publication  of 
this  by-law  the  Couneil  may,  in  accordance  with  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “Municipal  Act, 
1892,”  and  amending  Acts  thereto,  enter  upon,  appro- 
priate, open  up,  and  establish  as  roads  and  highways, 
the  lands  hereinafter  described,  and  the  roads  and 
highways  so  established  as  aforesaid  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  follows : — 

(a.)  Road  No.  13 — Commencing  at  a point  on  the 
westerly  bank  of  the  Coquitlam  River  ; thence  north 
50°  45'  west  4.52  chains,  to  a point  on  the  north-west 
boundary  of  the  Indian  Reserve,  in  Lot  23,  Group  1, 
New  Westminster  District,  which  is  distant  5.09  chains 
from  the  most  westerly  corner  of  said  Indian  Reserve; 
thence  north  63°  45'  west,  5.86  chains  ; thence  north 
71°  45'  west,  9.86  chains ; thence  north  78°  30'  west, 
9.72  chains;  thence  south  87°  west,  5.45  chains; 
thence  south  78°  30'  west,  6.83  chains  ; thence  south 
73°  30'  west,  12.82  chains  ; thence  south  82°  west,  2.52 
chains  ; thence  south  77°  40'  west,  9.57 chains;  thence 
south  82°  45'  west,  16.44  chains  ; thence  north  77°  30' 
west,  16.

Road  No.  14 — Commencing  at  a point  in  the  centre 
of  the  Port  Moody  and  Pitt  River  road  2.50  chains 
east  from  the  easterly  boundary  of  Lot  470,  Group  1, 
New  Westminster  District;  thence  south  13°  west, 
4.10  chains;  thence  south  5°  east,  7 chains,  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  said  Lot  470  ; thence  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  470,  4.50  chains  to  the 
north-west  corner  of  Lot  238,  Group  1,  New  West- 
minster District ; said  described  line  to  be  the  centre 
of  a forty-foot  road,  all  bearing  magnetic. 

Road  No.  15 — Commencing  at  a point  in  the  centre 
of  Port  Moody  and  Pitt  Meadows  road  3.81  chains 
east  from  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot  386,  Group  1, 
New  Westminster  District ; thence  north  37°  west,  3 
chains  ; thence  north  23°  west,  3 chains  ; thence  north 
27°  west,  2.77  chains  ; thence  north  55°  west,  to  the 
westerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  386 ; thence  north 
along  west  boundary  of  said  Lot  386,  to  north-west 
corner  of  said  Lot  386 ; thence  east  along  north 
boundary  of  said  Lot  386  to  the  south-east  corner  of 
Lot  10,  Group  1,  New  Westminster  District,  all  bear- 
ings magnetic  ; said  described  line  to  be  the  centre 
of  a forty-foot  road. 

Road  No.  16. — Commencing  at  a point  on  the  west- 
erly boundary  of  the  School  House  road  .95  chains, 
south  from  the  centre  of  the  C.P.R.  main  line  ; thence 
westerly  following  the  course  of  the  said  C.P.R.  main 


line  5 chains  to  the  west  boundary  of  Lot  463,  Group 
I,  New  Westminster  District;  said  described  line  to 
be  the  centre  of  a twenty-five-foot  road  ; thence  south 
along  westerly  boundary  of  said  Lot  46.3,  .05  chains  ; 
thence  westerly  following  course  of  C.P.R.  main  line 
20  chains  ; thence  westerly  following  the  course  of  the 
Westminster  branch  of  the  C.  P.  R.»  6.50  chains  ; 
thence  north  69°  west,  1.70  chains;  thence  north  41" 
west,  2 chains  ; thence  north  8"  east,  1.40  chains,  said 
described  line  to  be  the  centre  of  a thirty-foot  road  ; 
thence  westerly  following  the  course  of  the  C.  P.  R. 
main  line,  10.60  chains  ; said  described  line  to  be  the 
centre  of  a sixteen-foot  road. 

Road  No.  17. — Commencing  at  a point  where  the 
westerly  boundary  of  the  intercepting  ditch  intersects 
the  south  line  of  the  south-east  one  quarter  of  section 
7 ; thence  east  to  Pitt  River;  said  described  line  to  be 
the  centre  of  a forty-foot  road. 

Road  No.  18. — Commencing  at  the  south-west  cor- 
ner of  the  north-west  one  quarter  of  section  8 ; thence 
northerly  following  the  course  of  intercepting  ditch  a 
distance  of  2 chains.  Again,  commencing  at  said 
south-west  corner  of  the  north-west  quarter  section  8, 
thence  southerly  following  the  course  of  intercepting 
ditch  a distance  of  2 chains  ; said  described  line  to  be 
the  centre  of  a sixty-six-foot  road. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Coquitlam  Road 
By-Law,  1897.”

NELSON  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  NO.  11. 


VVTHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  define  the  fire  limits 
W within  the  City  of  Nelson  and  adopt  regula- 
tions relating  thereto  : 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nelson  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  fire  limits  of  the  City  of  Nelson  shall  be  as 
follows  : — Commencing  at  the  centre  of  the  intersection 
of  Vernon  and  Hall  Streets;  thence  westerly  along  the 
centre  of  Vernon  Street  to  its  intersection  with  Koote- 
nay Street  ; thence  southerly  along  the  centre  of 
Kootenay  Street  to  its  intersection  with  Victoria 
Street ; thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Victoria 
street  to  its  intersection  with  Hall  Street ; thence 
northerly  along  the  centre  of  Hall  Street  to  the  point 
of  commencement. 

2.  No  building  shall  hereafter  be  erected  within  the 
said  fire  limits  unless  a permit  for  the  erection  thereof 
shall  have  first  been  obtained  from  the  Municipal 
Council  of  the  said  city. 

3.  No  building  or  structure  of  any  kind  or  descrip- 
tion shall  be  erected  or  constructed  within  the  fire 
limits,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  this  by-law,  unless 
the  outside  walls  shall  be  constructed  of  brick,  stone, 
or  material  of  like  nature,  and  unless  the  party  walls 
thereof  are  composed  of  brick,  stone,  etc.  ; and  all 
buildings  which  shall  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed 
or  erected  within  the  said  fire  limits  shall  have  front 
and  rear  walls  of  not  less  than  one  foot  in  thickness, 
and  if  any  building  shall  be  more  than  two  stories  in 
height  (above  the  basement),  the  front  and  rear  walls 
of  the  basement  of  the  first  story  shall  be  not  less  than 
sixteen  inches  in  thickness,  and  the  front  and  rear 
walls  of  the  stories  above  the  second  shall  be  not  less 
than  twelve  inches  in  thickness,  and,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  rear  wall,  shall  extend  at  least  eighteen  inches

i.np'- re  tlie  roof.  Interior  walls,  if  any,  of  all  buildings 
‘Cfafty  feet  and  over  in  width  shall  be  of  corresponding 
thickness,  and  carried  through  the  roof  thereof,  and 
for  every  additional  fifteen  feet  in  height  four 
inches  shall  be  added  to  the  thickness  of  the  walls. 
The  foundation  wall  shall  be  in  all  cases  at  least  six- 
inches  thicker  than  the  walls  built  thereon.  The 
interior  walls  of  sheds  used  for  the  storage  of  goods, 
and  under  two  stories  in  height,  abutting  on  lanes  or 
passages  or  railway  tracks,  other  than  streets,  may  be 
constructed  of  non-combustible  material,  eight  inches 
thick.  Interior  walls  shall  mean  walls  dividing  stores, 
or  partitions  of  buildings,  and  running  from  the  front 
to  the  rear  thereof. 

4.  Provided,  that  buildings  erected  and  used  as 
dwellings  only,  may  be  constructed  with  walls  of  non- 
combustible material  in  all  cases  four  inches  less  in 


thickness  than  is  hereby  above  specified,  and  provided, 
further,  that  any  dwelling,  cottage  or  barn,  one  or 
two  stories  in  height,  may  be  built  with  walls  not  less 
than  eight  inches  thick. 

5.  No  building  which  may  be  erected  within  the  fire 
limits  shall  have  any  bay  or  oriel  window  constructed 
of  wood  or  projecting  over  two  feet  from  the  street 
line  from  floor  of  second  story  of  said  building  with 
cornice  projecting  ten  inches  more  ; and  no  cornice  of 
wood  shall  be  placed  on  any  building  over  two  stories 
in  height,  not  counting  the  basement,  if  any,  as  one 
story,  and  all  chimneys  shall  be  erected  at  least  four 
feet  above  the  roof,  and  the  top  thereof  shall  be  at 
least  four  feet  from  any  woodwork  of  any  building,  or 
adjoining  buildings. 

6.  All  roofs  shall  be  of  metal,  slate,  tiles,  bricks  or  felt 
covered  with  distilled  roofing  cement,  or  equally  good 
non-inflammable  material ; and  no  roof  shall  be  con- 
structed sloping  towards  the  street  if  any  portion  of  it 
is  within  four  feet  of  the  street  line. 


7.  No  wooden  building,  or  part  of  building,  within 
the  fire  limits  prescribed  in  section  one  of  this  by-law, 
shall  be  raised,  enlarged  or  repaired,  except  as  herein 
provided  ; but  no  wooden  building  within  the  limits 
described  in  section  one  hereof,  shall  be  repaired  or 
altered  to  a greater  extent  than  15  per  cent,  of  its  then 
present  value,  the  value  of  any  such  wooden  building 
so  to  be  repaired  or  altered  within  the  above  described 
limits,  to  be  determined  by  the  city  engineer  of  the 
said  corporation  of  the  City  of  Nelson,  and  no  wooden 
building  shall  be  removed  from  any  part  of  said  above 
described  limits  to  any  other  part  of  said  above  described 
limits ; but  any  wooden  building  may,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Municipal  Council,  be  removed  from  any 
part  of  said  described  limits  to  any  part  outside  of 
said  limits,  provided  said  wooden  building  so  to  be 
removed  shall  be  deemed  by  said  Municipal  Council 
to  be  worth  75  per  cent,  of  what  it  would  cost  to  erect 
a new  building  of  like  character. 

8.  No  person  shall  own,  build,  or  aid  in  the  erection 
of  any  building,  or  part  of  building,  within  the  said 
limits,  contrary  to,  or  in  any  other  manner  than 
authorised  by  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  ; or  own, 
remove,  or  assist  in  removing,  any  such  building  from 
without  the  said  limits  into  same  ; or  own,  repair,  or 
assist  in  repairing,  any  damaged  wooden  building, 
contrary,  in  either  case,  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  by-law. 

9.  If  any  wooden  building  is  erected,  enlarged, 
removed,  altered  or  repaired,  or  in  process  of  erection, 
enlargement,  removal,  alteration  or  repair,  contrary  to 
this  by-law,  the  owner,  occupant,  person  in  charge,  or 
builder  thereof,  shall,  on  receipt  of  a notice  from  the 
Mayor,  or  other  offic^  duly  appointed  by  the  Muni- 
cipal Council,  to  that  effect,  pull  down  or  remove  the 
same,  and  if  such  person  fail  so  to  do  for  the  space  of 
twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  such  notice  as  afore- 
said, the  Mayor,  or  other  officer  duly  appointed 
by  the  Municipal  Council,  may  have  the  same  pulled 
down  or  removed,  and  the  expense  thereof  may  be 
collected  from  the  owner,  occupant,  person  in  charge, 
or  builder  of  such  building. 

II).  Every  person  keeping  or  occupying  a shop 
or  other  building,  or  contractors  during  the  con- 
struction of  building,  wherein  shavings  or  other 
combustible  materials  are  accumulated  or  may  be  con- 
tained,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every 
neglect  to  clear  or  remove  the  same  out  of  such 
buildings,  and  the  yards  belonging  thereto,  at  least 
three  times  in  each  week,  provided  such  buildings  arc 
situated  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any  other  building ; 
ami  no  stovo  shall  he  used  in  any  such  shop  or  building 
unless  the  same  shall  he  set  in  a box  surrounded  with 
fire-proof  materials,  with  the  pipe  carefully  set  up 


according  to  the  provisions  of  the  city  by-laws  ; and 
no  lighted  candles  shall  he  used  in  any  such  shop  or 
building  except  they  be  placed  in  a candlestick  made 
of  a material  not  liable  to  take  fire,  under  a penalty  of 
two  dollars  for  each  offence. 

11.  No  person  removing  shavings  or  chips,  or  other 
combustible  materials,  shall  scatter  or  strew  them  in 
any  street,  or  shall  at  any  time  direct,  permit  or  suffer 
any  chips,  shavings  or  other  combustible  materials  to 
be  taken,  thrown  or  scattered  in  any  street  or  alley. 

12.  All  iron  chimneys  conveying  smoke  from  any 
steam  boiler  shall  not  be  of  a less  height  than  fifty  feet, 
and  not  less  than  twenty-five  feet  above  the  roof,  and 
snail  have  a proper  spark  arrester  kept  in  good  order 
on  the  top. 

13.  All  buildings  within  the  city  having  hatches, 
hoist  ways,  cellar  openings,  or  other  openings  leading 
from  floor  to  floor  (except  properly  protected  skylights) 
of  whatever  name  or  description,  shall  be  provided 
with  good  substantial  shutters  or  doors  for  all  such 
hatchways,  hoistways,  cellar  doors,  or  other  openings, 
and  the  said  shutters  or  doors  shall  be  kept  closed, 
except  when  in  actual  use. 

14.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  on  conviction  before 
the  Police  Magistrate  or  any  two  Justices  of  the  Peace 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Nelson,  forfeit  and  pay  a penalty,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Police  Magistrate  or  Justices  convicting,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  for  each  offence, 
and  in  default  of  payment  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the.  Police  Magistrate  or  Justices  of  the  Peace  convict- 
ing as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand  and 
seal,  to  levy  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  penalty  or 
costs  only,  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  offender’s  or 
offenders’  goods  and  chattels,  and  should  there  be  no 
sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said  penalty  and  costs, 
or  penalty  or  costs  only,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Police  Magistrate  or  Justices  of  the  Peace 
convicting,  to  commit  the  offender  or  offenders  to  any 
lock-up  house  in  the  said  city,  or  in  the  nearest  com- 
mon gaol,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  months. 

15.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“Fire  Limits  By-Law,  No.  11,  1897.”
